1» At visits to Toronto and New York Dimitur Baharoff told many people 
who can be called as witnesses that: "a senior member of the American Intelligence 
Service whom I know from Greece and with whom I am in touch now, told me that 
the American I. S. paid Ivan Docheff in 1957 and sent him to Madrid to spy on 
King Simeon* This is the reason for Docheff f s trip to Madrid*" 

2* At the Congress in New York, Khristo Kollef stated in front of 
witnesses which can he produced that: "our American friends will arrange it 

so that Docheff will never see the U* S # again." i.e* that Kollef 's American 
friends will prohibit Docheff from intering the U. S. 

3* At the BNF meeting in Toronto on 28 March 1959 Statev told the thirty 
participants: "Docheff wrote me and warned me that I must be careful with 

Mihail Kupeff because he is an informer of Dr. G. M. Dimitrov." Statev made 
this statement as part of an explanation of wh^ he was having difficulty in 
attracting people to support the BRA. He said therefore that he hadn't been 
able to get Kupeff 1 a support because of Dochev's warning. Statev' s purpose 
was to consider difficulties between ngreelf (Dochov) and Kupeff 's group. You 
know that it was at jrato suggestion that I warned Statev. 

I tell you the above for your Information so that you will knew the 
people with whoa you intend to work. I am sure that you know them, but this 
has given us a chance to know them better.
